Virginia  request.  Virginia  is  ask¬ 
ing  that  the  Committee  on  Com¬ 
mittees  consider  its  nomination  of 
a  Virginia  representative  to  the 
Convention  Committee  on  Boards 
one  of  the  two  men  suggested  by 
the  General  Association  (State 
Convention)  of  Virginia. 

The  same  request  was  made  at 
Houston  in  1053  and  was  rejected. 

Among  the  reasons  given  for  re¬ 
fusing  the  plea  was  that  the  SBC 
is  made  up  of  messengers  from 
the  churches  and  there  is  no  or¬ 
ganic  union  between  State  Con¬ 
ventions  and  the  SBC.  To  grant 
the  request  would  tie  the  Conven¬ 
tion  to  a  state  convention. 

2.  The  question  of  Social  Secur¬ 
ity  is  another  Convention  problem. 
There  is  now-  before  the — United 
Stati-s  Congress  a  bill  to  allow 
Ministers  to  join  the  Social  Secur¬ 
ity  plan  on  a  semi-voluntary  basis. 
The  hill  as  now  proposed  by  the 
House  Committee  will  not  meet 
with  Southern  Baptist  approval. 
However,  in  the  Senate,  five 
Southern  Senators,  headed  by 
Senator  Lister  Hill  (D.,  Ala.)  have 
introduced  a  bill  embodying  a 
completely  voluntary  plan  of  cov¬ 
erage  as  recommended  by  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

Some  fear  it  would  break  down 
the  principle  of  separation  of 
church  and  state.
